Memphis 
Has More 
Violence

MEMPHIS, Term. ( A P ) -Ar- 


son, brick-throwing and sporad- 
ic gunfire spread through sec- 
tions of the city as Memphis 
experienced a second night of 
violence Wednesday. 


Disorders started again early 


in the day after Mayor Henry 
Ixreb announced an overnight 
curfew. Loeb later canceled the 
curfew but fires and disturb- 
ances continued into the night. 


The violence began Tuesday 


night during services for a 
black youth, Elton Hayes, 17, 
who died six days ago after a 
police chase. His death has 
been listed by the district attor- 
ney as homicide. 


Police first said Hayes died 


of injuries suffered 
when a 


pickup truck in which he was a 
passenger crashed at a police 
roadblock. But Dist. Atty. Phil 
Canale later said he had evi- 
dence that Hayes died of blows 
to the head. 


Loeb lifted the curfew after 


black leaders called for calm 
and told him the curfew would 
inflame the situation. 


Police inspector John Barger 


said a police officer was hospi- 
talized after being struck in the 
groin by a brick, two firemen 
were cut by flying glass and a 
Negro lounge operator was shot 
in the arm. 


Barger said he was uncertain 


whether the shooting was con- 
nected with the disorders. 


One fire truck was hit by 


gunfire and officials said about 
a dozen pieces of equipment 
were damaged by thrown ob- 
jects.

Kosygin Keeps 
Up Diplomatic 
Campaign

OTTAWA ( A P ) — Premier 


Alexci N. Kosygin carries Mos- 
cow's diplomatic offensive into 
French Canada today after as- 
suring Canadiens that their re- 
lations with the Russians would 
get better and better without 
adversely affecting their friend- 
ship with the United States. 


In Montreal, as in Ottawa 


since his arrival Sunday, Kos- 
ygin faced the possibility of 
protest 
demonstrations 
by 


groups alleging mistreatment 
of their people in the Soviet Un- 
ion. The Soviet premier said his 
good 
impression 
of 
Canada 


"cannot be spoiled by any such 
sallies of anti-Soviet groups." 


He told a news conference in 


Ottawa Wednesday he had seen 
nothing but good in his recep- 
tion "and I cannot treat the at- 
titude of the sort of riffraff that 
exists in any country as that of 
the whole people toward the So- 
viet Union. It will have no in- 
fluence whatever on Canadian- 
Soviet relations." 


Having wound up a series of 


discussions with Prime Minis- 
ter Pierre Elliott Trudeau, Kos- 
ygin told the newsmen that Ca- 
nada could be assured that she 
would always have a friend to 
the north and "that friendship 
in the north should threaten no 
one in the south or anywhere 
else." 


He expressed a conviction 


that 
Canadian-Soviet 
trade 


"will grow and grow considera- 
bly." 


These statements come at a 


time when Canada and the 
United States, her closest aily 
and biggest trading partner, 
are at odds over Washington's 
economic policies. There is an 
element of nationalist feeling in 
Canada which yearns for more 
independence from the United 
States, and to this element the 
Soviet Union can offer a pros- 
pect of some sort of counter- 
weight. 


Clearly, however, one of the 


principal 
aims 
of 
Kosygin's 


mission in Canada, apart from 
showing the Soviet flag, is to 
serve as missionary for major 
Soviet foreign policy goals. He 
has been bearing down most 
heavily on the theme of "Eu- 
ropean security," which is re- 
garded as perhaps the No. 1 
aim of Soviet policy. 


He has sought Canada's sup- 


port in this, even to the extent 
of 
proposing 
parliamentary 


pressure on Trudeau to support 
it. He wants Canada to back a 
meeting of all European states, 
the Soviet Union, the United 
States and Canada to eliminate 
tensions. 


The campaign has been going 


on since at least 1969 and has 
many facets, one of which is to 
make final and unchangeable 
the borders of Communist Eu- 
rope and to win Western recog- 
nition of East Germany as a le- 
gitimate soverign state.

New Method 
to Remove 
Face Wrinkles

ATIJVNTIC CITY, N.J. (AP) 


— A Miami surgeon has de- 
scribed a method for removing 
fine face wrinkles that cannot 
be 
treated 
easily 
by con- 


ventional plastic surgery. 


Dr. Thomas J. Baker Jr. told 


a session Tuesday on "The Ag- 
ing Face" at the 57th annual 
clinical congress of the Ameri- 
can College of Surgeons that 
"chemical peeling off" of the 
skin successfully removes the 
fine wrinkles 


The treatment dates back 


many years and has been prac- 
ticed in studios run by laymen 
in the Miami area, Baker said. 
In recent years, this treatment 
has been refined by trained 
surgeons, he said. 


The treatment is relatively 


simple but painful and only for 
carefully selected cases—most- 
ly persons with light, fair com- 
plexions 
because 
it per- 


manently bleaches the skin. 


••It is not fun to have done," 


Baker told reporters, 
giving 


this description. 


A chemical—usually what is 


known as carbolic acid, which 
is actually an alcohol—is ap- 
plied tu the face and the face L> 
covered, except for the eyes, 
nose and mouth, with water- 
proof adnesive tape. 


It is applied in small strips tu

ations are average people. Bak- 
er said, not the wealthy despite 
his charge of $1,000 plus hospi- 
lalization costs which push the 
total to $1,300 or $1,400. 


Asked if he would have the 


operation himself. Baker said 
he did not think he would need 
it. but it he did, "I'd be damn 
selective about who operated on 
me

Viet Cong Is 
Stepping Up 
Harassment

SAIGON (AP) - Four Viet 
.'ong regiments have been or- 
dered to step up harassing at- 
acks on allied positions in the 
1 provinces around Saigon, the 
South Vietnamese command re- 
nted today.

eal threat as they are badly 
inder strength, totaling at most 
1,800 local force guerrillas and 


iO sappers. 
"We do not expect any kind 


of ;m offen-ive," said Lt. Col. 


Trung Hien. "These are not 


North Vietnamese troops but 
Viet Cong local forces who 
have been in the 3rd Corps 
Area since Tet 1968. They have 
not succeeded in anything but 
very limited activity." 


Hien said Lt. Gen. Nguyen 


Van Minh, Saigon's commander 
in the 3rd Corps Area, reported 
the four enemy regiments were 
ordered to "make some noise 
to cover the defeat of Nortn 
V.etnamese 
forces 
fighting 


along the Cambodian border." 
This could account for the in- 
crease in enemy shelling and 
ground attacks on small gov- 
ernment outposts around Sai- 
gon. To date, none has resulted 
in major battles. 


In the latest such incidents, 


enemy gunners twice shelled a 
military airfield at Trang Lon, 
two miles northwest of Tay 
Ninh and 54 miles northwest of 
Saigon. 


Hien said two barrages total- 


ing 27 rockets caused no casu- 
alties. South Vietnamese mi- 
litiamen sweeping nearby killed 
three enemy without suffering 
any losses, he said.

campaign 60 to 90 miles north- 
west of Saigon, 2,500 South 
Vietnamese rangers continued 
a pursuit operation in eastern 
Cambodia but made no signifi- 
cant contact with the enemy.

Hammer, Sickle Flying 
Near WashingtonHome 
Has Raised a Storm

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


possibility of the hammer and 
sickle flying within five miles 
of George Washington's home 
has turned a real estate deal 
into a 
minor storm whose 


winds have reached the White 
House. 


At issue is a 27.5-acre estate 


five miles down the Potomac 
River from Mt. Vemon, home 
of the nation's first president, 
being sought by the Soviet gov- 
ernment as a recreational facil- 
ity for embassy personnel and 
their families. 


The State Department, which 


must 
approve 
private 
land 


transactions by a foreign gov- 
ernment, said Wednesday it is 
considering the Soviet purchase 
of the Wellington estate but is 
not at the moment disposed to 
approve the deal. 


According 
to 
Charles 
W. 


Bray, department spokesman, 
"We have some reservations 
about the sale of land for build- 
ings which have some historic 
meaning in this country." 


The Wellington estate, now 


owned by millionaire capitalist 
Malcolm Matheson, was once 
part of the land owned by 
Washington. The main house on 
the property was built in 1757 
by Washington. 


It is the historic nature of the 


$l-million property that brought 
about the controversy and the 
White House involvement.
